Please review the attached draft carefully to ensure that it is consistent with your
intent.  The following are several issues you may wish to consider in your review of this
draft.

1.  Rather than add the white flashing light authorization to s. 347.25 (1r) (a), stats.,
as suggested by the drafting proposal, I created a new subsection, s. 347.25 (1n).  Is
there a reason you wanted this provision to be a part of s. 347.25 (1r) (a), stats.?  For
example, do you intend to allow a police vehicle to be equipped with either the pulsing
headlamps or a flashing white light, but not both?

2.  Do you wish to require a notice before an authority equips its vehicles with a flashing
white light?  See, e.g., s. 347.25 (1r) (a) 2., stats.

3.  Do you wish to impose any limitations on the use of the flashing white lights?

4.  Another option for drafting this change would be to rework s. 347.25 (1m), stats.,
to accommodate the new provision.  Please let me know if you want to take on a more
extensive revision of the warning light provisions in this draft.
